He declined 
to analyze his vote as compared 
to that of Democratic Sen.

WASHINGTON W — Wisconsin 
primary returns gave President 
Eisenhower a popularity contest 
victory over Sen. Estes Kefauver 
today, but the Tennessee Demo­ 
crat polled enough votes to keep 
Republicans jittery about the farm 
vote. 
While 
the state’s presidential 
primaries had no great significance 
•in terms of the GOP and Demo­ 
cratic 
presidential 
nominations, 
the results wrere being watched 
for signs of a Democratic pickup 
in the farm belt. Wisconsin is a 
normally Republican state. 
Nearly complete results showed 
Mr. Eisenhower with 407.102 votes 
in the Republican presidential pri­ 
mary against 17,761 for John B. 
Chappie, Ashland, Wis., editor and 
critic of administration 
foreign 
policy. 
In the same precincts, 
Kefauver polled 312,245 votes in 
the Democratic primary with no 
opposition. 
Kefauver won about 42 per cent 
kof the vote compared with the 24 
per cent polled by all Democratic 
candidates in the 1952 presidential 
primaries.

Rampage Cavers 
11 States; Michigan 
Is Hardest Hit

Tornadoes and storms that bat­ 
tered a dozen states in a two-day 
barrage left 43 persons dead, mote 
than 500 injured 
and hundreds 
homeless. 
Property damage soared into the 
millions. 
The twisters and storms spread 
a swath of destruction from Okla­ 
homa to Michigan. 
The Grand Rapids, Mich., area 
suffered the severest blow. 
The 
death count there rose to 24 as 
rescue crew s .searched debris remi­ 
niscent of wartime bomb devasta­ 
tion. 
The Michigan twisters, spawned 
Tuesday night at twilight, struck 
the surrounding area and narrowly 
missed Grand Rapids, a city of 
250,000. 
Elsewhere, tornadoes and storms 
spread destruction in Wisconsin, 
Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Mississippi, 
Oklahoma, Texas, Arkansas, nod

In Michigan, one twister swept 
in from Lake Michigan, narrowly 
missed Holland and swung north 
toward Grand Rapids. 
Witnesses

Worst Dust Storm 


On Monday, the first day of the 
siege, tornadoes killed five persons 
at Drumright, Okla.. and two in 
Kansas, at Toronto ami Grenola. 
In addition, three persons were 
killed in Texas traffic accidents 
blamed on one of the worst dust 
storms in memory. 
At Winona. Minn., violent winds 
swept a raft away in the Missis­ 
sippi River and one of five boys 
drowned. 
The army of deadly twisters was 
created by a vigorous spring storm 
that moved northward out of the 
Southwest, 
kicking up clouds of 
towering dust there Monday and 
spreading ice and snow across the 
northern Plains Tuesday. 
In South Dakota. 50 communities 
were cut off from telephone com­ 
munications 
Tuesday 
when ice 
snapped utility lines. 
The storm forced cold air into 
collision with a record-setting mid­ 
western heat wave and stirred a 
weather brew that included cloud­ 
bursts and hail. 
The storm’s 
effects stretched 
eastward into Ohio. 
Toledo was 
lashed by 86 miles per hour winds 
and lightning touched off a $120,- 
000 fire at Arcanum, Ohio.

You Spend $1 Out of Every 4 in Taxes

The average American city* fam­ 
ily with a $6,000 income spends 
one dollar but of four on taxes. 
Here’s how it’s figured based on 
1955 taxes: First draw up a budget 
for such a typical family—father, 
mother and two youngsters. Then, 
with the help of some of the coun­ 
try’s financial experts, study what 
share of that budget goes into tax­ 
es. 
The total amount that ends up 
in the hands of some branch of the 
government is 81,513, or 25.2 per 
cent. 
Of that sum, $1,018 is for direct 
taxes — income, real estate and 
sales taxes. 
The rest winds up as taxes in 
hidden or indirect ways, such as a 
store’s property taxes, or a manu­ 
facturer’s income tax.

Mr. and Mrs. 
Taxpayer aren’t 
aware they are paying these hid­ 
den levies when they shell out the 
cash for a loaf of bread, a screw 
driver, or a newspaper. 
But taxes are included in the 
bill, just as surely as though they 
had been itemized. 
Of their total tax of $1,513, ac­ 
cording to the breakdown, the Fed­ 
eral Government 
ends up with 
more than two-thirds, $1,t)£p. 
Mr. and Mrs. Taxpayer s home 
state gets $154. 
Their own local governments— 
city or tow if, county, and .school 
board—collects $268 
a $ # 
Other states outside their own 
are able to reach their long arms 
into Mi . Taxpayer’s pocket for $24, 
and other local governments out­ 
side their home county for $27. 
Biggest single outlay is Mr. and 
Mrs. Taxpayer's federal income 
tax. 
They take every deduction 
they can. and use all their exemp­ 
tions and they still end up paying 
$564, nearly IO per cent of their 
income. 
The 3 per cent state sales tax 
puts .a bite on them for $99. That 
inchmes the $60 paid on a new 
$2,000 car. 
Most states with a lower sales 
tax or no sales tax at ail make 
up for it with an income tax. 
At 
the $6,000 income level of the aver­ 
age American city family, the net 
result comes out about the same, 
one way or the other.

Here is how a farm er may 
go 
about placing his corn crop under 
the price-crop program: 
1. 
By storing his grain In an 
approved warehouse which has an 
agreement 
with the Commodity 
Credit Corp. These warehouses or 
bins are 
spread over 
the state, 
and the farm er must make 
his 
own arrangements for getting his 
grain into them. 
There 
is 
not 
enough such storage space to meet 
all demands, and generally, ASC 
officials said, elevator operators 
and warehousemen 
take care of 
their regular customers first. 
The farmer 
gets a receipt 
for 
the grain he stores in the ware­ 
house or bin, then takes the re­ 
ceipt 
to the county 
ASC office 
which issues him a “ sight draft” 
or 
a 
note. 
This 
transaction 
amounts to a loan, and the farm er 
may convert the draft or note into 
cash. 
The corn is still his property, 
and he has until July 31 following 
I the harvest 
to redeem 
the loan 
, in cash, plus interest. 
If he fails 
to do this, the CCC 
takes 
over 
ownership of the corn. 
If the CCC ] 
Jean immediately sell the corn for 
more than the support price, the 
farm er gets the money in excess 
of the support price. 
However, since the support price 
J is so often higher than the market 
price, many farm ers forfeit their 
loans, thus in effect, selling their i 
corn to the CCC. 
2. Farm storage loans in which 
the farm ers stores his grain on his 
own farm in bins or warehouses 
that must be approved beforehand 
by the CCC.
